Oklahoma City, Ok.. Sept. 18.-—At­ 
torney General West has given an opin 
ion to EJ. P. Hill, County Attorney of 
Jackson County, that the law of the 
Fourth Legislature abolishing town­ 
ship form of government in thirty-five 
counties will go into effeot on Oct. 4 
as a non-emergency measure without 
regard to the constitutional amend­ 
ment adopte dby the people at the 
special election of August 5. The con­ 
stitutional amendment provides how 
township form of government may eith 
er be abolishel or resumed. It went in­ 
to effect when adopted by the people. 
While many in the state believed th£ 
constitutional provision to be control­ 
ing in preference to an act of the Leg­ 
islature, the Attorney General holds 
that the Legislature's act will go into 
effect with other nonemergency laws 
and that any county not affected there 
by may, under terms of the eonBtitu- 
tional amendment, abolish their town­ 
ship offices or a county affected by 
the act may take them on again.

Rome, July 9.—-Cardinal Oreglia di 
Santo Stefano, the Dean of the Sacred 
College, reached his eighty-fifth birth­ 
day anniversary today. He is the old­ 
est of the living Cardinals, as re­ 
gards appointment, having been nom­ 
inated to the Sacred College by the 
late Pius IX., end being now Abe only 
surviving Cardinal created under that 
Pontificate. Cardinal Oreglia was born 
to the diocese of Mondovi, July 9, 1828 
and as a student at the Academy of 
Rome gained prominence in theology 
and language. He became a Jesuit no­ 
vice, but did not continue in the So­ 
ciety of Jesus and was ordained to 
the secular priesthood in 1856. 
Before Victor (Emmhnuel became 
king Cardinal Oreglia was his chap­ 
lain and was with the bouse of Savoy 
to that capacity for several years, 
For more than a quarter of a century 
now he has been a powerful factor in 
Vatican politics. 
It was his person­ 
al influence in the last conclave and 
his shrewd diplomacy that caused the 
election of the Patriarch of Venice to 
the Papal throne, and ever since the 
election of Pius X. he is known to 
hare exercised extraordinary influence 
in the Vatican, and to have been the 
Principal opponent of a liboral policy 
on the part of the present Pope to­ 
ward the Italian government.
